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THE ROYAL SCOTS. — 

Mr. Weavers book is one of a series 
dealing with tie histories of the various 
regiments of the British Army, and, if 
we may judge from his work, the series 
will prove a. ¢ery welcome addition to our 
literature. In a difficult task he has s\c- 
-cceded admirably, and has produced a real 
story—not a mere collection of unconse- 
cutive details which, however interesting 
io military men, can never find a wide 
‘field among the reading public. 

The story of the Royal Scots is one of 
singular interest. Six years after Agin- 
«court, while Henry V. was still fighting in 
France, the Duke of Clarence was  de- 
Meated at Beaugée. This defeat was mainly 
mttributable to a body of Scotsmen in the 
“service of the French King, under the com- 
«mand of the Earl of Buchan. No definite 
«diate is assignable to the formation of the 
searc Kcossais, but we know that so far 
back as the year 882 Charles Ill. of 
France had twenty-four armed Scots about 
his person. It is further related, though 
ihe statement is not authentic, that Louis 
constituted a corps of guards in 1254. Dur- 
ing the three succeeding centuries we find 
various references to the Scottish Guards, 
but -touch more definite ground in 1590, 
the year when the battle of Pavia was 
foucht. Again, there is no record as to 
when the captain of the Scottish Archer 
tiuard had bestowed upon him the proud 
witle of ‘the tirst gentleman.of France.”

To the editor, Mr. Basil Williams, we 
offer ou. very hearty congratulations upon 
the first volume of his series, “Makers of 
the Nineteenth Century.’ The idea is 
excellent, for there is no century we really 
know so little about as the one that closed 
fifteen years ago. To the writer of the 
first book in the series we tender equal 
congratulations. , Sir E’iward Cook has 
given us a fine sketch of the greatest edi- 
tor of The Times. Mr. A. I. Dasent’s bic 
graphy is, of course, the official one, but 
in it we see so much of the editor that we 
lose sight of the man: whereas in Sir 
Edward Cook s life we see not only what 
J. T. Delane did, but also—what always 
interests us—what manner of man he 
actually was. As we turn over the well- 
lwritten pages of this book we cannot help 
feeling how much the world has altered 
since the days of the great editor. Mar 
coni's discovery, for example, of wireless 
telegraphy has completely changed the 
conditions of the war correspondent.
